they are interested. Men like Sir Julian Goldsmid and Mr, B. L. Cohen, 
accustomed to an arena wider than that presented by our small communal 
amphitheatre, can afford to differ without acrimony, and the gales which 
raftle smaller minds do not disturb their equanimity. Such a letter as that 
produced by the Chairman of the Russo-Jewish Committee is itself the best 
guarantee for the maintenance of friendly relations between that body an the 
Jewish Board of Guardians.

It would almost appear as if the differences between the two bodies 
would disappear automatically.) The Board of Guardians having resolved to 
resuscitate and reconstitute its visitors for the purpose of doing the very 
same thing as that proposed by the Russo-Jewish Committee—the better 
individualising of certain cases needing that process—it has practically 
adopted: the main policy of that body, and, and to that extent receded from 
its own old policy. Tf, therefore, there be a conflict of opinion, it would seem 
to be no longer between the two bodies, but between two sections of the Board 
of Guardians—between the new school that has sueceeded in importing the 
propesed method of the Russo-Jewish Committee into Devonshire Square, 


and the old school that, confident in the doctrine of latssez faire, swears by’ 


its own infallibility. Imitation is said to be the Iighest form of flattery, so 
it would be a little inconsistent if the Board were to quarrel with the Committee 
for advocating principles that it has itself now, perhaps rather tardily, copied 
and adopted. It will probably be discovered in the end that both these august 
bodies mean the same thing, and are equally progressive and enlightened, and 
that the storm sought to be raised in the communal tea-cup is only brewed by 
one or two infallibles, who lag behind, and who are angry with the majority 
for discarding and diserediting the /aéssez faire doctrine that has—to use the 
mildest phrase—not proved too successful, 

As a matter of tactics and policy, no course could have been- more 
judicious than that adopted by the majority of the Board. By throwing aside 
the old policy, it justifies fresh claims to the liberality of the public. The 
more thorough treatment of its cases must mean a larger expenditure of 
money, The faults of the Board of Guardians have been chietly the faults of 
its poverty . and the public, not the exccutive, must therefore be held 
responsible for its shortcomimgs., The adoption by the Board of a large share 
of the ‘new departure” of the Russo-Jewish Committee, will call inaction a 
number of intelligent non-official investigators who will of necessity lay bare 
many evils hitherto unknown, beeause unseen, 
will never tolerate the discovery of evils without an attempt to remedy them, 
All this must mean larger expenditure, and far more liberal contributions from 
the public, In this they will doubtless he led ly members of the Board 
itself, which numbers some of the richest and most public-spirited men of our 
community,

Mr. David If. Schloss, who has deservedly conquered a position as an 
authority on industrial questions, read a valuable paper on the ** Re-organisa- 
tion of the Labour Department” before the Royal Statistical Society on 
Tuesday evening. «A new departure is evidently about to be initiated by the 
Government, with the object of extending the very limited functions now 
performed by the Labour Department of the Board of ‘Trade : so that Mr.

munity. The Labour Question is the question of the day, and one that vitally 
affects the well-being of our country. Therefore any contribution towards 
‘ts solution that emanates from a Jewish source is to be hailed by us with 
satisfaction. In making this class of questions his favourite study, Mr, 
Schloss is only carrying on the traditions of his race, which has ever felt 
itself bound by its religious ordinances to bestow sympathetic thought Upon 
the condition of the workman. 

Our readers will be interested to learn that negotiations are in’ progress 
between the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation and the West London 
Synagogue for the joint purchase of a cemetery at Hendon, It will be 


remembered that a scheme giving to the latter synagogue rights. of burial in 


the cemeteries of the United Synagogue was rejected by the Berkeley Street 
congregation a few months ago. The rejection was based on financial 
erounds, the contribution proposed by the { nited Synagogue not being 
considered equitable. But there can be no question that the odium theolo- 
gicum also had its effect in determining the votes of some of the opponents of 
the scheme. It is all the more satisfactory, therefore, to find that the new 
project is likely to meet with a happier fate. It is true that the land Which 
it is proposed that the two congregations shall jointly purchase will be divided 
into two distinct cemeteries, and that thus certain religious difficulties which 
were raised by the late abortive scheme will be avoided. But that two 


congregations occupying the opposite extremes of the community, in its 


religious aspect, should contemplate co-operation in the purchase of a cemetery 
and in the measures necessary for its safety and good order, is a sufficiently 
encouraging fact. Two or three decades ago such a step would not have 
been within the range of practical politics, Some line of demarcation will 
doubtless be used to divide the ‘ Portuguese ” from the “ Reform” section 
of the cemetery ; but morally its significance will be slight, and time will 
assuredly attenuate it. Let only “orthodox” and reformer” sleep the 
last sleep in adjoining plots of ground, and the absurdity of separating 
them at all, by however artificial a barrier, will quickly become manifest. 
In the interests of communal fellowship it is sineerely to be hoped that 
the scheme will be heartily aecepted by both sides. That conservatism in 
this case is to be represented by the Sephardic congregation rather than 
by the United Synagogue is of little moment, More important is the cause of 
Anglo-Jewish unity, which the successful realisation of the projeet will do 
much to promote, 


The idea of a joint purchase of a cemetery suggests the question of 
burial reform which has been very recently before the general public. 
fncreasing attention is being drawn to the evils of making many interments 
In What is practically one grave, and of burying in closed coffins. Jewish 
law and sentiment have always been antagonistic to. both practices. In the 
case of the very poorest, the tenant of the grave has, among Jews, an exclu- 
sive right to it, and that right is consistently respected. The potsonmyg of 
the soil, which inevitably results from the non-Jewish practice, is impossible 
under a system which has for its basis the most tender respect for the 
remains of the dead. Jewish custom, moreover, is im favour of earth-to- 
earth burial. From early times it seems to have recognised the antiseptic 
properties of the soil, and to have kept them im view in the disposal of the 
dead. Among the Eastern Jews it .is a common practice literally 
to inter the body, the coffin being used only as the = yehicle for 
conveying it to, the cemetery, The usage has occasionally been 
resorted to by the London Sephardim even within the last few years. 
Englsh Jews generally might well keep in mind the desirability ofa more 
frequent resort to it. Earth-to-earth burial is the one scientific alternative 
to cremation—another instance of which has oceurred our community 
this week ; and those who. object to the latter practice ought to strengthen. 
their position by advoeating the only method which can claim to be a 
substitute for it. Whether earth-to-earth burial take the exaet form 
adopted by the Sephardim, or be effected by means of Mr. Seymour Haden’s 
wicker coffins, is a question of no importance. The great point is that the 
present mode of burial is an evil, that it is increasing, and that it ought to 
be abolished ;° and we Jews, the traditional pioneers of sanitary reform, ought 
to do our best to get it abolished. This we cannot do more effectually than 
by giving practical adhesion to the more excellent way. 


— 


Liberty of Conscience has won a signal victory in Saxony. The 
Government of that country has repealed the Order prohibiting the slaughter- 
ing of animals according to the Jewish method, which came into force a few 
months ago. Both before and since the promulgation of the order, the 
ecclesiastical and Jay heads of the Jews left no stone unturned, a memorial 
having even been sent. to the King, in order that they might continue to 
practise one of the essential tenets of Jewish doctrines. They have happily 
succeeded, but not until they had experienced considerable hardships through 
the execution of the Ministerial Order, In one or two congregations in 
closest proximity to other States the device was adopted of importing 
IX osher meat across. the frontier, but» naturally a heavy price had to be 
paid for this privilege and the meat could not always be of the freshest. The 
reversal of its anti-Shechita policy by the Saxon Cabinet, together with the 
emphatic pronouncement made in favour of the Jewish system by eminent 
scientific authorities in St. Petersburg, will no doubt be utilised by our co- 
religionists in Switzerland, when they in their turn appeal to the Federal 
Chambers to circumvent the anti-Semites who desire to aim a blow at the 
Jews by putting a stop to the Shechita. The Chambers will possibly not 
deliberate upon the matter before June next, and there is reason to hope that 
the enlightenment which characterises the free Swiss people and its 
legislature will in this instance again assert itself and prevent injustice to the 
Jews,

ON THE “PRESENT DISCONTENTS.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Si1r,—I trust that I may be permitted to indulge in a few words of pleasant 
retrospect, by way of preface, to the serious reflections which I wish to place 
before your readers. A year, or thereabouts, has passed since Mr. Morris Joseph 
entered the lists to do battle both by precept and practice on behalf of the 
principle of personal kindness and individual attention in the treatment of the 
disinherited section of the Jewish community. His words had the effect of a 
trumpet-call upon the handful of independent workers who had been forced 
by the jealous exclusiveness of our communal bodies into a position of whole- 
some contact with modern methods of philanthropy and wholesome isolation 
from the effete traditions of Jewish administration. A running fire of 
criticism, based upon close personal knowledge of social conditions in the 
East End, and led by Mr. H. A. Day, a tried non-Jewish worker, was brought 
to bear on the policy of the Jewish Board of Guardians and of the Russo- 
Jewish Committee. The official junta took refuge successively behind the 
feeble barriers of an inactivity by no means masterly, of denial at once fatuous 
and futile, of excuse equally vain and ineffectual. But their three lines of 
defence were speedily swept away by the strong onset of indignant public 
opinion, and the new movement was freed from the suspicion of factiousness 
by the adhesion of such men of light and leading as Mr. Samuel Montagu and 
Mr. N. 8. Joseph. 

Thenceforward, the good cause was in good hands, and the public feeling in 
favour of administrative reforms was soon reflected both on the Jewish Board 
and the Russo-Jewish Committee, by the formation of parties whose object it 
was to secure such reforms. These efforts have now culminated in the adoption 
of a scheme of reorgan'sation by the Russo-Jewish Committee, while Mr. 
Arthur Franklin and Mr. Arthur Sobag Montefiore have reaped the first-fruits 
of their tact and perseverance in the reconstitution of the Board’s Visiting 
Committee on a frankly liberal basis. Public thanks are due to the gentlemen 
named for their manful championship of the public interest. They and their 
followers have not suffered themselves to be diverted from their purpose by 
misleading documents, nor have they succumbed to a deluge of bad grammar 
and bad logic. They bave successfully vindicited the rights of private judgment 
in face of upstart assumptions of the type labelled “]'¢tat c’est moi.” 

Having thus traced the movement in favour of administrative reform 
from its earliest to its latest developments, I will now proceed to review the 
present position of affairs, and in conclusion I propose to foreshadow the course 
of future developments. ‘he merest casual reference to the columns of your 
valuable orgin at once reveals the main characteristics of the present time. It is 
plain that affairs concerning our communal charities have passed from the ex- 
clusive care of a select coterie into the hands of a wide and intelligent public ; 
that no scheme can now be proposed and _ no policy suggested without eliciting 
cireful attention and profitable discussion ; that there is an increasing tendency 
to bring a knowledge of economic science to bear upon the problems of charity 
organisation ; and, finally, there 1s an increasing sense that the privilega of 
leadership involves the duty of trusteeship towards the public. But valuable as 
the intelligent speculations of the closet are, when conducted with due refer- 
ence to facts, they are far transcended in value by mirked progress in the sphere 
of action. New institutions are springing into existence to satisfy new require- 
ments and to tap fresh sources. The Congregational Service Gruid is applying 
in practice the high principle that the good Jew should above all men be a 
“good Christian.”’ Furthermore, the hopes of the community are centred ix 
those members of the Jewish Board who have already performed signal service in 
the cause of progress,and who are expected to continue their advance on the 
path of prudent innovation. 

“ The Board” hasceased to exist asa mysterious entity, one and indivisible. 
The office-bearers can no longer count upon servile acquiescence in their words 
and deeds. The Government is supported by a minority and holds office by favour 
of its opponents. Far be it from my thoughts to suggest that the constitutional 
precedent should be followed. But the party of improvement must look to it 
that their behests are carried out faithfully ; there must be no opportunity for 
the practice of the wrecker’s hateful arts. Recalcitrant Honorary Officers must 
be treated reasonably and sweetly. Let them be admonished in sorrow and not 
in anger ; let their errors be ascribed to the defects of their great qualities. It 


may, perhaps, be thought that my exhortations savour of impertinence towards > 


the pillars of the community, but it will now be seen that [am moved by a 
deep sense of the important part which the leading spirits on the Board are 

destined to fulfil. | | | 
I venture to believe that the Jewish community is eminently fitted by 
reason of its solidarity and concentration to carry into effect with fairest 
rospect of success a policy of charity organisation ona yreat scale. I have 
fore me as I write a list of seventy agencies which dispense to the Jewish 
poor relief in money or in kind. Why should not those agencies, while retaining 
a sufficient autonomy, enter into a scheme ot federation which would aim at the 
subordination of their individual action to a common purpose? Certain it 1s 
that such an union would enormously increase the forces at our disposal in the 
contest with misery and distress. And do we not possess in the Jewish Board 
a natural head and centre of federation ? Time was when the Board had forfeited 
its title to leadership; but reactionary counsels have now been defeated, and 
' good earnest of future reform has been given. 
on what lines a measure of federation should proceed, but I would recommend 
the serious consideration of this subject to the heads of our institutions and our 
expert administrators. I will, however, anticipate a poatibie objection bv 
stating that in my opinion centralisation for purposes of general policy should 
be accompanied by decentralisation for administrative purposes. I look forward 
to a development in the direction of district organisation. In this connection 
the Synagogue Guild should prove an important factor. Thus, for example, 
the Old Montagu Street District would be administered by a body, com- 
prising (1) members of the Hampstead Guild, representatives of (2) the 
Ministers’ Visitation Committee; (3), the Ladies’ Visitation Committee ; (4), 
the Board's Visiting Committee; (5), the Russo-Jewish Visiting Committee ; 
and (6), persons of local standing. Further details I will reserve for a future 
occasion when the practical issue comes to be debated. At present, there are 
good grounds for hoping that our philanthropic bodies will be guided in their 
policy by that happy combination of liberal principles with conservative 

methods, which is characteristic of the country in which we live,

Sirk,—None could have read the letter in your last issue from the pen of the 
Rev. John Chapman, without giving some serious consideration to the points 
which he therein raises ; coming from such a practical authority they are worthy 
of our attention. | 

My own experience of the boarding-out question, as gathered from a long 
connection of over twenty-four years on the Hull Board of Guardians, and as 
one of the movers, and subsequently Chairman of the Boarding-out Committee 
leads me at once, whilst recognising its great advantages, to see in 
its application to Jewish children, most serious obstacles. First, on 
educational grounds, I fear that outside the Asylum in many districts ‘there 
would be considerable lack. of schools where such a good education could be 
acquired : secondly, the cost of living consequent on the Dietary Laws of our 
faith make a considerable difference in that point between a better-class Jewish 
and non-Jewish artisan; thirdly, I fear that we should tind a nearly unsur- 
mountable difficulty in securing satisfactory homes, because, there is no need 
mincing matters, the working-class homes of our people do not contrast 
favourably with those of the Caristian, whilst the Jewish clerk or warehouse- 
man has usually a family of his own,—and thatis a point none can overlook in 
boarding-out—for these children only represent the sumof their keep, whereas 
in other cases, they are looked upon in a more favourable light as companions in 
childless homes. I trust that this question may be the means of bringing out the 
views of those interested, andit will please me not alittle to find that the obstacles 
which now suggest themselves to me are not insurmountable. Need I say, in con- 
clusion, that my own practical experience is at the service of any who desire to 
avail themselves of it.

long kindof imprisonment, to be sent out into the world among utter strangers 
to fight the dreary battle of life without one kind relative or friend to give 
a cheering word. Mr. Chapmau’s plan will do away with all this. The poor 
orphans and deserted children will tind new fathers and mothers, sisters and 
brothers. Reired with them from their earlies: years, they will cliag to each 
other like one family. | 7 

Again it would benefit the Institution. Bofore the Jews’ Hospital joined 
the Orphan Asylum it used to receive a great proportion of non-orphan children 
of respectable families, of decived tradesmen, and of reduced families too 
proud to beg or receive charity. Iam not ashamed to own that two of my own 
sons were trained there under Mr. Caapman himself, and neither | nor my poor 
husband (since dead) could ever forget the debt of gratitude we owed him. Hoe 
turned them out scholars and gentlemen, one has made a fortune in South 
Africa, and another holds a most important position there. | 

But, Sir, nowadays, this is quite impossible. No child except an orpan can 
ever hope to get in and none ever apply. The Committee of the Jews’ Hospital 
(by far the greater of the two Institutions) have evidently given upevery mght 
and duty to the Orphan Asylum. Mr.. Chapman's plan willalter this, the 
orphans will be boarded out, and the struggling pocr will have once more 4 
chance to get their children in the school. :

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THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Russo-Jaewish Committee was held last Tuesday, the 17th 
inst. There were present: Sir Gotpsmip, Bart., M.P., in the chair ; 
the Very Rev. the Chief Rabbi, Rev. 8. Singer, Dr, A. Wolff, Messrs. N. 8S. 
Juscph, Samuel Montagu, M.P., 1. Seligman and Isidore Spielman. An apology 
was received from Mr. N. L. Cohen. 

The Committee accepted, with deep regret, and after having unanimously 


requested him to reconsider his decision, the resignation of Mr. L. L. Alexander, 


who had found it impossible to continue to work with the Committee with the 
views of which, on many important points, he found himself in direct opposition. 
A letter of the Chairman to Mr. B. L. Cohen, on the newly established 
Visiting Committee and Information Bureau was read, and ordered to be sent. 
The Report and recommendations of the sub-Committee appointed to submit 
measures for the organization of an Information Bureau and Visiting Committee 
were brought up by Mr. N. 8. Joseph and approved, mt 
Eight editeines were elected members of the Bureau Committee, and 
thirty-one ladies and gentlemen were elected members of the Visiting Committee. 
With few exceptions, all those elected are capable of speaking either German or 
Jiidisch, and a large proportion have had great experience in visiting the poor. 
A complete list of the members will shortly be published. 
Mr. J. E. Blank was elected administrator of the Bureau of the Visiting 
Committee for a period of one year. 

Mr. N. 8, Josep!i was rejuested to organise and for the present to act as Chair- 
man of both Committees on which the members of the parent body have the 
right to sit er officio. | 

Various individual cases were considered and relieved, and confidential com- 
munications were read and suitable action adopted. | 

The following is the text of th letter referred to above 


Dear Mr, Conuen, 


As Chairman of the Russo-Jewish Committee, [am instructed to 
write to you to exptain the views of that Committee upon the various points so 
ably brought before them at their meeting last Tuesday by the deputation con- 


sisting of Mr. Sydney, Mr. Leonard Cohen, and Mr. Arthur Franklin. Those 


gentlemen were also good enough to p!ace in my hands the resolutions 
adopted by the Board of Guardians at their meeting on the 2Ilst December, 
1892, by which it is proposed to reorginise the Visiting Committee attached 
to that body, to enlarge its numbers, and to increase its usefulness, These 
resolutions I have caretully considered, bearing in mind the observation made 
by the deputation that if the Russo-Jewish Committee pursued its intention of 
itself appointing a Visiting Committee, there might be some risk of clashing 


between the two bodies. Now, itis hardly necessary for me to assure you that . 


every member of the Russo-Jewish Committee would deplore anything likely 
to lead to such a result. But, after most careful considerat.on, Ido not se3 
how this can be. The determination of the Russo-Jewish Committee to appoint 
a Visiting Committee was arrivel at early in tte month of May, at a meeting 
at which you were present, and it has only been owing to certain accidental cir- 
cumstances that the Committee has not long since commenced its work. We 
think that the functions of the Russc-Jewish Visiting Committee would be to 
a great extent different from those of the Visiting Committ-e of the Board of 
Guardians. The former must have to deal with cases of individuals who are 
by no means paupers, and who frequently have the disadvantage of entire 
ignorance of the circumstances into wnich the persecution in Russia has forced 


_ them, and of the surroundings in this country, into which they have come often 
only en route to their ulterior destination. It isinevitable, in consequence, that, - 


in the good sense of the word, there must be more “nursing” of such cases than 
of the ordinary cases of piupers with which tbe Board of Guardians Visiting 
Committee has to deal. In May last, we thought that the formation of such a 
Committee was only an experiment, but it was an experiment that it was desir- 
able to try, and we carefully preserved the authority of the Board of Guardians, 
because we laid down as an absolute rule that no money payments should be 
made, but that the Visiting Committee appointed by us should report to the 
Conjoint Committee of the two bodies. Consequently, if we have a separate 
Visiting Committee,it will only beseparate because theinstructions under which 
it is acting must necessarily be upon somewhat different lines from those so com- 
prehensively drawn up for the guidance of the Committee of the Board of 
Guardians. Therefore, I cannot help thinking that there must be some mis- 
apprehension when alarm is expressed with regard to any possible clashin 
between these two Comm.ttees, as nothing of the kind is intended or desire 
by the Russo-Jewish Committee. Moreover, there can be no dupl:cation 
of visiting or waste of time or energy, as all cases will be reported by the 
Russo-Jewish Visiting Committee to the Conjoint Committee, so that of course 
through them the Visiting Committee of the Board of Guardians will always 
know what cases are being dealt with by the Russo-Jewish Visiting Committee. 
I come next to the question of the bureau, with regard to which Lam much 
less sanguine than the Board of Guardians itself appears to be, if I may judge 
by the resolutions at which they have arrived. My reason for saying this is that 
they propose to enlarge the Rev. Morris Joseph’s Employment Bureau, as it 
is called, and to make that take the place of the tentative bureau which the 
Russo-Jewish Committee propose to establish, Now, in the first place, when I 
gave my consent to the establishment of such a bureau, with its Committee, I 
expressly said that I thought it would be difficul’ to work, and might entail 
very serious consequences, It might attract, as your deputation said, and as I 
suid, more persons than the number already coming to these shores. Equally 
might this be the result of the Board of Guardians’ bureau, whether established 
through the Rev. Morris Joseph’s organisation or otherwise, and therefore what 
apples to one applies also to the other, and may be dismissed from the 
argument, ‘That it is tentative, as I have said, isa reason for the Board of 
Guardians not going into it, because anything done by the Board has a greater 
character of permanence than anything done by the Russo-Jewish Committee. 
We are all looking forward to the time when through the cessation of persecu 
tion in Russia, or from some other good cause, the labours of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee may altogether cease, and consequently a doubtful attempt made by 
that body will produce less effect in any case than if made by the Board of 
Guardians, and should it be a failure it would certainly cause less harm than if 
initiated by the permanent body. That it will succeed, as I have mentioned, 
seems to me individually uncertain, If it does, I can assure you that we shall 
be prepared to make any further arrangement which may be desired with the 
Board of Guardians, by which it shall be equally useful to that body. Here 
again I ought to add that we have provided that it shall practically be under 
the Conjoint Committee, because we have made that Committee the organ for 
dispensing the money which has to be given to individual cases, Therefore I 
think you will see that whether what we have done is right or not, it has been 
done by the Comuuttee withcut any feeling of opposition to the Board of 
Guardians, in which I for ona, : nd all my colleagues, have great confidence, and 
for whose good work amongs: the poor { have always entertained the highest 
opinion, 
_ i would therefore suggest that both bodies should persevere upon the 
lines laid down, and let us see how things work, What we have decided is not 


like the laws of the Medes and Persians. If it does not answer we can 


alter it. 

I know that youshare with me the desire that there sh ould be no differences 
amongst the members of our community, and I think that you will see that this 
letter is written entirely in the spirit dictated-by that principle,

THE “BLOOD ACCUSATION” IN MALTA, | 

A letter was read from a Jewish resident in Malta, to the effect that though 
the pamphlet inciting to the “ Blood Accusation” had been withdrawn, a leaflet 
had since been put into circulation, in which the calumny was repeated, and the 
police were blamed for stopping the issue of a publication that had received 
the sanction of the Archbishop. | 

Mr. E. P. VALLENTINE moved that, in thanking the Colonial Office for its 
most recent communication (already published in the Jewish Chronicle) on this 
subject, attention should be called to the appearance of the leaflet, and to the 
necessity for special vigilance being exercised at Easter, when the Jews were 
mostly in danger of having the ‘‘ Blood Accusation” brought against them. 

Mr.:B. BARNETT seconded the motion, which was agreed to, 

Mr. Evuis A. FRANKLIN said that something should be done to put an end 
to the“ Blood Accusation” generally, and with this object an appeal should be 
made to the Pope himself. At different times, the head of the Roman Catholic 
Church had denounced the accusation as untrue, and it was necessary that such 
a declaration should be obtained from the present Pope, which might have the 
effect of definitely stopping the calumny. 

Mr. FRANKLIN accordingly moved, and Mr. H. 8S. MENDELSSOHN seconded : 
“That a letter be addressed td the Chief Rabbi, urging him to write to the 
Archbishop of Westminster, whilst that prelate is in Rome, with the object of 
prevailing upon him to use his influence with the Pope, that his Holiness should 
issue a manifesto calculated to dispel the prejudices against the Jews created by 
the ‘Blood Accusation.” | 

The motion was agreed to.

The reduction is to some extant due to the death of Mrs. Almosnino, who was 
in receipt of a pension.

Among the grants 
to various institutions were £900 to the Spanish and Portuguese Board of

The Committee of the Westminster Jews’ Free Schoo! are working inde- 
fatigably to ensure the success, social and pecuniary, of the Dinner which is to be 
held on the first prox. under the presidency of the Attorney General, Sir Charles 
Russell; M.P. It is hoped to raise the sum of £1,600, which will relieve the 
Managers for the present from all anxiety. The past yeir ended with a nominal 
balance of £23, but the School is indebted to the London and Westminster Bank 
to the extent of £550, and there is a further liability of £550 to the Legacy 
Fund, which has been expended for general purposes in accordance with resolt- 
tions passed at the annual meetings since L888.

NEW VIEWS AND OLD THOUGHTS. 


Tue Hibbert Lectures of Mr. Cravpe G. Monteriore are now before 
the public in the form in which they were written. In delivering them at 
the Portman Rooms and at Oxford, the author was necessarily compelled by 
considerations of time and convenience to compress his remarks within 
limits that narrowed his scope and did injustice to the thoroughness and 
originality of his work. Now, however, that the Lectures are accessible as a 
whole and can be read carefully and judged calmly, but one verdict is possible, 
The work is the most important and scholarly addition to Biblical Science 
ever made by an English Jew. 
To millions of Jews the Bible remains what it was to their fathers ; 
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the inspired Word of Gop, authentic in all its parts and details, one and 
indivisible. Far below them the waves of doubt have passed, and they are still 
dry-shod because they never plunged into the sea. Pure in their devotion to 
Judaism, the voice of criticism does not touch them. Nor should it try to 
touch them. The foundations of faith are not so strong in this modern 
world of ours that we can afford to undermine the beliefs of those who have 
not yet been shaken. The advocates of the newer theories about the 
Bible fully appreciate the need of such gracious reticence. They do 
not place themselves: at the street-corners to. assault every passer-by 
with unwelcome tidings of heresy. Mr. Monreriork, when about to deliver 
his course in London, playfully attempted to dissuade some would-be 
auditors, whose faith was sound whatever was their knowledge, from 
attending. We should be grieved to think that the holders of the newer 
views lent themselves to an active propaganda. The time is not yet ripe for 
such an advocacy to be spiritually useful. The Bible Critics feel this ; they 


speak confidently, but they address themselves to those who have sipped the 
draught of doubt. 


Yet we would not have it thought that the new views regarding the 
Bible are in fact necessarily destructive of faith or of Judaism. Let any 
impartial, nay let any partial, reader carefully study the three concluding 
lectures of Mr. MonteEriore’s course. What is the first, the most enduring 
impression, that such a study produces? That the lecturer is deeply imbued 
with the truths of religion and that his train of thought is essentially Jewish. 
Mr. Moytrriore has somehow gone through the storm and emerged intact.

Mr. Mosreriore must not, in short, be’ hastily classed er certain 
alvocates of the newer criticism, who. are wanting in reverence for the records 
they are dealing with. In Germany, it is true, Criticism has been somewhat 
associated with unbelief and irreligion. This is not the case in England. 
In this country, Biblical Criticism has been very slow in its advances, and 
the cautiousness with which it has been received is not a disadvantage. It 
has now reached the Universities not only of England but even of Scotland. 
Even Miss Worpsworts, addressing her girl-students at Lady Margaret 
Hall, feels the influence, and finds herself called upon to p'ace herself in 
touch with it. The distinctive feature of all this is that the Criticism has 

scome reverent. The “ Hallowing of Criticism” is a phrase coined by 
Professor CHEYNE to express this combination of science with. faith. 
Professor CHEYNeE is not the only man of light and leading in the Church of 
England who has freely and frankly accepted the new theories. Yet. his 
faith is no whit weaker than before. People have as great powers of ‘ accommo- 
dation” in their spiritual as in their material vision. They can 
train the eye to see what once was beyond their field of view ; they can 
detect that the ways to faith are many, and that though ignorance has often 
led to it, though naive refusal to doubt has been a pathway to belief, vet 
fearless criticism, unyielding devotion to the truth as each mind conceives it. 
is after all the best and shortest road, the road moreover that will need in 
the future the fewest turnings-back, that will be beset with fewest stumbling- 
blocks in times to come. 


Judaism has yet a long life to live in its olden forms ; for the Judaism 
of the Talmud and the medieval schools is yet full of vitality, it offers noble 
ideals to us, it is producing beautiful fruits of saintliness and elevation of 
character. The olden Judaism, still dear to all Jewish hearts, is a spiritual 
religion which has found its justification in the character of its children, 


in the morality of the Jew and in his sturdy, single-hearted devotion to. 


duty. This Judaism will not be overthrown by the reverent labours of 

Mr. Moyteriore. He recognises the ideals, but would merely have us 
believe that these ideals have grown and developed in the past, and will 
grow and develope in the future. Along which lines who shall tell? But 
one thing is certain. The development will be in the direction of simplifi- 
cation, of leaving more and more to the individual soul, of putting less and 
less in the formulated Woctrine of the religion. To the weak and the fearful, 
this seems a dangerous and hazardous licence. But to the strong and the 


reverent, this is the only possible way out of the turmoil and the conflict, | 


Scepticism become the advocate of God, doubt the handmaid of faith, disin- 
tegration the chief worker in the renewal of constructive effort, calm 
criticism the forerunner of a revived and purified spiritualism, this would be 
cheaply paid for by the sacrifice even of some important accessories of our 
religion, Mr, Monterior& more than any other writer in England to-day 
is a power for good in this direction. And strangely enough he is doing it in 
the good old way, by the force of personal example. He is an inspiring 
influence to all who know him well. And now that his religious stand-point 
has been clearly detined, we may hope that he will in the future be able to 
extend this inspiring influence to those who are unable to come into personal 
contact with him. For, as Jochanan ben Zaecai proved that Judaism was 
independent of a country and a temple, Mr. Moyterione has shown that it 
is not even dependent on a Book, The inspired Word of God speaks in every 
heart if the man but cares to hear it aright. Many

MR. HENRY LOUIS COHEN. 

We regret to annnounce the death of Mr. Heary L. Cohen, who died on 
Sunday morning last at his residence, 2, Cleveland Terrace, in bia 66th year, 

Mr. Henry Louis Cohen was the eldest surviving son of the late Mr. Louis 
Cohen, a leader of the community of a past generation, all of whose sons followed 
his exainple by taking avery active interest in the synagogal, charitable and 
educational institutionsof London. In 1861 Mr. H. L. Cohen married Ellen, younger 
and only surviving daughter of Hananel De Castro, by whom. he had no issue. 
He was educated by Mr. Moses Angel (the present Headmaster of the Jews | Free 8 
School), to whom he sent a souventr on the occasion of his “Golden Wedding 
last week, and by Mr. Wigan, father of the late Alfred and Horace Wigan, the 
well-known actors. His first. business experience was gained in the counting 
house of his uncle, the late Mr. Alexander Keyser, of Amsterdam, in which city 
he passed several years of his early life. Subsequently he returned to London and 
joined his father’s business, in w! ich he was eventually admitted a partner, being. 
the first of the sons associated with the name of the now well-known tirm of 
Louis Cohen and Sons, from which he retired in 1&0. 

Mr. Henry Cohen was an exceedingly well read and highly cultivated man, 


but a nervous affection, the result of an when child, 
prevented him taking a very prominent part in public affairs. When 
the Jews’ College was located in Finsbury Square, he twice lectured 
at that institution, once on Switzerland, and on the other occasion 


on Shakespeare, and at the now defunct Montefiore Club be delivered a lecture 
on “Old Londgn.” He was a keen politician, having been ap ardent Gladstonian, 
and he was a member of the National Liberal Club from its establishment. When 
his brother Lionel was a candidate and member tor North Paddington, fraterna! 
affection caused him t> abstain for a few years from taking that personal interest 
in the local politics of his district to which he was ac customed ; for he delighted 
to show his sympathy with the Liberal cause by appearing on the platform at the 
meetings in support of the Liberal candidate. 

A Seauinely charitable man, he preferred to give privately, and wasextremely 
unostentatious. He knew no creed in charit y,and always sent part of his 
benefactions to the Vicar for the poor of the parish. © Sabbath 
list was the Jalrzeit of his mother, and in her memory he gave on 
Thursday: evening a ‘Special Distribution” at the Jews Soup Kitchen. He 
attended with Mrs. Cohen at the Institution in Fashion Street, and persunally 
took part in the distribution of soup and bread to the eight hundred poor 
recipients of his bounty, speaking a kindly word, here and there, to many of 
them. On returning home on Thursday night, be expressed the great satisfaction 
which he had derived from his well-timed act of filial piety. Later in the evening, 
while in his dressing-room, he was seized with terrible pains in the head, and 
exclaiming, “I am going to die,’ he said the Shemang. The doctor was at 
once sent for, and while Mr. Cohen was being assisted to bed, he fell ina tit 
and never again recovered consciousness. Mr. Cohen died in the same house in 
which he had reSided ever since his marriage. The Rev. Raphael Harris, of 
the Bayswater Synagogue, of ‘which Mr. Cohen was a member, recited 
prayers at the death-bed, at which were present besides Mrs. Cohen, 
two of the sisters of the deceased, Mrs. Henry Jessel and Mrs. Sainuel 
Montagu, and his brothera-in-law, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., and Mr. Joseph 
de Castro. Mr. Nathaniel Cohen, the youngest brother, arrived ten minutes after 
Mr. Cohen had breathed his last. Mr. Alfred L. Cohen and Mr. Benjamin L. 
Cohen, M.P., the other brothers, were absent in the South of France, but 
arrived in town to: attend the funeral. Mr. J. de Castro, as one of the 
Lavadores of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, superintended the 
Tahara.

That the lecturer is deeply imbued 
with the truths of religion and that his train of thought is essentially Jewish. 
Mr. Mowreriore has somehow gone through the storm and emerged intact. 
His Judaism is not that of the ordinary orthodox ; but it is in a real sense 
still Judaism. There are thousands to whom this fact will bring solace and 
comfort. There are thousands who have doubted, who have feared. To 
them coms the blessed message : It is possible to doubt without fearing ; 
it is possible to disintegrate the Pentateuch, to overthrow the older notions 
of inspiration, and still to find in the Bible the highest source for lofty 
ideals of conduct, for the most spiritual conception of God and of man’s 
relation to Him, Nay more, it is possible, as Mr. Moxtrriore shows by 
his bold but neble peroration, still to hold fast to a sincere belief in the mission 
of Israel. If the world is ever to have a religion that will satisfy all minds, 
that will bring the hearts of the fathers to the children, that will make of 
men one united band to serve the One God with one accord, Judaism will 
have the leading voice in the formulation of that great work of reconciliation 
and rest. 


ith certain 
alvocates of the newer criticism, who are wanting in reverence for the records

Professor CHEYNE 1s not the only man of light and leading in the Church of 
England who has freely and frankly accepted the new theories. Yet his 
faith is no whit weaker than before. People have as great powers of ‘*aecommo- 
dation” in their spiritual their material vision. They can 
train the eye to see what once was beyond their field of view ; they can 
detect that the ways to faith are many, and that though ignorance has often 
lea to it, though naive refusal to doubt has been a pathway to belief, yet 
fearless criticism, unyielding devotion, to the truth as each mind conceives it, 
is after all the best and shortest road, the road moreover that will need in 
the future the fewest turnings-back, that will be beset with fewest stumbling- 
blocks in times to come. 


Judaism has yet a long life to live in its olden forms ; for the Judaism 
of the Talmud and the medieval schools is yet full of vitality, it offers noble 
ideals to us, it is producing beautiful fruits of saintliness and ¢élevation of 
character. The olden Judaism, still dear to all Jewish hearts, is a spiritual 
religion which has found its justification in the character of its children, 
in the morality of the Jew and in his sturdy, single-hearted devotion to 
duty. This Judaism will not be overthrown by the reverent labours of 
Mr. Monteriore. He recognises the ideals, but would merely have us 
believe that these ideals have grown and developed in the past, and will 
grow and develope in the future. Along which lines who shall tell ? 
one thing is certain. The development will be in the direction of simplifi- 
cation, of leaving more and more to the individual soul, of putting less and 
less in the formulated doctrine of the religion. To the weak and the fearful, 
this seems a dangerous and hazardous licence. But to the strong and the 


reverent, this is the only possible way out of the turmoil and the conflict, 


In Germany, it is true, Criticism has been somewhat. 


But

Scepticism become the advocate of God, doubt the handmaid of faith, disin- 
tegration the chief worker in the renewal of constructive effort, calm: 
criticism the forerunner of a revived and purified spiritualism, this would be 
cheaply paid for by the sacrifice even of some important accessories of our 
religion. Mr. Mosteriore more than any other writer in England to-day 
is a power for good in this direction. And strangely enough he is doing it-in 
the good old way, by the force of personal example. He is an inspiring 
influence to all who know him well, And now that his religions stand-point 
has been cleariy detined, we may hope that he will in the futare be able to 
extend this inspiring influence to those who are unable to come into personal 
contact with him, 


Kor, as Jochanan ben Zaceal proved that Judaism was 
independent of a country and a temple, Mr. Mostertore has shown that it 
is not even dependent on a Book. The inspired Word of God speaks in every 
heart if the man but cares to hear it aright. Many whose heart was dumb 
will be able to hear its soft voice, and they may come to. believe that while 
millions of Jews are justlpwhappy in old Judaism they, the thousands, 


may be happy too in theirs, 


OBITUARY. 


MR. HENRY LOUIS COHEN. 


We regret to annnounce the death of Mr. Heary L. Cohen, who died on 
Sunday morning last at his residence, 2, Cleveland Terrace, in his 66th year. 

Mr. Henry Louis Cohen was the eldest surviving son of the late Mr. Louis 
Cohen, a leader of the community of a past generation, all of whose sons followed 
his example by taking avery active interest in the synagogal, charitable and 
educational institutionsof London. In 1861 Mr. H.L. Cohen married Ellen, younger 
and only surviving daughter of Hananel De Castro, by whom he had no issue. 
He was educated by Mr. Moses Angel (the present Headmaster of the Jews’ Free 
School), to whom be sent a souventr on the occasion of his * Golden Wedding.” 
last week, and by Mr. Wigan, father of the late Alfred and Horace Wigan, the 
well-known actors. His first business experience was yained in the counting 
house of his uncle, the late Mr. Alexander Weyser, of Amsterdam, in which city 
he passed several years of his early life. Subsequently he returned to London and 
joined his father’s business, in which he was eventually admitted a partner, being 
the first of the sons associated with the name of the now well-known tirm of 
Louis Cohen and Sons, from which he retired in’ 

Mr. Henry Cohen was an exceedingly well read and highly cultivated man, 


but a nervous affection, the result of an idiiness when child, 
prevented him taking a very prominent part in public affairs. When 
the Jews’ College was located in Finsbury) Square, he twice lectured 
at that institution, once . on Switzerland, and on the other occasion 


on Shakespeare, and at the now defunct Montefiore Club he delivered a lecture 
on “Old Londgn.” He was a keen politician, having been an ardent Gladstonian, 
and he was a member of the National Liberal Club from its establishment. When 
his brother Lionel was a candidate and member for North Paddington, fraterna! 
affection caused him t» abstain for a few years from taking that personal interest 
in the Jocal politics of his district to which he was accustomed ; for he delighted 
to show his sympathy with the Liberal cause by appearing on theplatform at the 
meetipys in support of the Liberal candidate. | 

A genuinely charitable man, he preferred to vive privately, and wasextremely 
unostentatious. He knew no creed in charity,and always sent part of his 
benefactions to the Vicar for the poor of the parish. Sabbath. 
list was the Jahrzeit of his mother, and in her memory he gave on 
Thursdas evening a “Special Distribution” at the Jews Soup Kitchen. He 
attended with Mrs. Cohen at the Institution in Fashion Street, and personally 
took part in the distribution of soup and bread to the eight hundred poor 
recipients of his bounty, speaking a kindly word, here and there, to many of 
them. On returning home on Thursday night, he expressed the great satisfaction 
which he had derived from nis well-timed act of Hlial prety. Later in the evening, 
while in his dressing-room, he was seized with terrible pains in the licad, and 
exclaiming, “I am going to die,” he said the Shemang. The doctor was at 
once sent for, and while Mr. Cohen was being assisted to bed, he feil ina tit 
and never again recovered consciousness. Mr. Cohen died in the same house in 
which he had resided ever since bis marriage. The Rev. Raphael Harris, of 


the Bayswater Synagogue, of which Mr. Cohen was a member, recited 
prayers at the death-bed, at which were present besides Mrs. Cohen, 
two of the sisters of the deceased, Mrs. Henry Jessel and Mrs. Sainnuel 


Montagu, and his brothers-in-law, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., and Mr. Joseph 
de Castro. Mr. Nathaniel Cohen, the youngest brother, arrived ten minutes after 
Mr. Cohen had breathed his last. Mr. Alfred L. Cohen and Mr. Benjamin L. 
Cohen, M.P., the other brothers, were absent in the South of France, but 
arrived in town to attend the funeral. Mr. J. de Castro, as one of the 
Lavadores of the Spanish and Portuguesre Congregation, superintended the 
Tuhara. The deceased affectionately entreated his wife if fe died from any 
disease in regard to which it would have been an advantage to medical 
science that a post-mortem examination should be leld, not to raise any 
objection out of respect for his remains. It was characteristic, too, of 
the man that he has given orders that no one should be paid to say the 
Kaddish for him, he having been childless, and that no expensive tombstone 
shall be erected over his grave. : | 

Mr. Cohen’s connection with the Bayswater Synagogue dated from its 
opening in 1863, and lasted until his death. In December, 1863, Mr. Cohen inti- 
mated his desire and intention to present a Tabernacle to the Congre- 
gation. This generous offer the Committee accepted; a substantial 
building was reared on the ground adjoining the Svnagogue, and was 
used for the first time on ~- Tabernacier. 1864. when Mr. Cohen was 
appiinted HNN 1889 Mr. Cohen again filled that office, having presented 
in that year £500 as an endowment to meet the annual expenditure connected 
with the Succah. In celebration of this anniversary, Mr. Cohen gave a breab. 
fast at the Great Western Hotel tothe Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler and the Rev. Dr. 
Gaster, to the Committee of the Synagogue and to a number of bis 


relatives and friends. Mr. Cohen was the first President of the Bays 
water Jewish Schools, having been elected in 1877. Un hit» retirement 
in 1885, when he was succeeded by Mr. Jonas Bergtheil, Mr. Cohen 


was elected one of the Vice-Presidents. He continued to take a very 
active part in the management of the Schools and together with his amiable 
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Jewish Schools attended. 


devoted to its service. 
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wife has always been a liberal and generous supporter of the institution. He 
was Chairman and Treasurer of the Building Committee, which was charged 


with the erection of the School on its present premises in the Harrow Road, 


consequent on the temporary School in Westbourne Park Villas being required 
by the Great Western Railway, which gave the site for the new buildings. As 
mentioned in our last issue, Mr. Cohen was present on the 8th inst., a week 
before his death, at the consecration by the Chief Rabbi of the new Infants’ 
Wing of the Bayswater Schools. 

Wehave already mentioned that Jews’ College benefited by Mr. Cohen’s wide 
reading and knowledge in the shape of lectures. In other directions he also 
rendered it suit and service as a member of the Council from 18655 to 1881, and 
an auditor from 1870 to 1875. Inthe latter capacity Mr. Cohen exhibited that 
wonderful mastery of figures which enabled hin at a glance to discover an 
inaccuracy in the most complicated or lengthy accounts. 

Another institution to which Mr. Cohen gave his devoted services and 
unstinted liberality was the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home. Ata period when the 
Home was passing through a crisis which almost threatened its existence, Mr. 
Cohen accepted, with great advantage to the institution, the post of President, 
and held it from 1873 to 1879, when he induced the late Sir Barrow Ellis to take 
his place. Mr. Cohen then became a Vice-President, and continued in that 
position until his death. The ininates frequently enjoyed excursions and enter- 
tainments through his kindness and generosity. The memory of Ifenry Louis 
Cohen will always be cherished as that of one of the warmest friends of the 
Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home.

We have to record with regret the death of Mrs. Jacob Mocatta, of Norfolk 
Crescent, Hyde Park, which occurred on the 13th inst., at Mont Fleury, 
Cannes. Having some years ago suffered from a serious complaint, she followed 
the advice of her physician to spend her winters abroad, and she was passing the 


-presént season at Cannes, accompanied by Mrs. Oppenheim, daughter of Mr. 


Joseph Barrow Montetiore, when death suddenly surprised her. 

Juliana Mocatta, second daughter of the late Benjamin Elkin, was born in 
1X28 at Barbadoes, and was married to Jacob, elder son of Abraham Mocatta, 
whose second son, Frederic David Mocatta, is_still happily preserved to the com- 
munity. The deceased lady was, in her early girlhood, intimately associated with 
allthe phases of the movement that led to the establishment of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews. Amongst its original founders no one was more earnest 
and ardent than her father, whose purse as well as his powerful pen were freely 
Mrs. Jacob Mocatta was a devout Jewess, deeply imbued 
with the ethical spirit of her faith. She was also a good Hebraist, and 
thoroughly well instructed in the Scriptures which she was enabled to read in the 
original ; for her father, like some others of the founders of the new Congre- 
gation, had made the cultivation of the sacred language one of the chief objects 
of his children’s study, so that they might follow with heart and mind the public 
service of the Synagogue. Her worldly position, though one of ease, was ever 
and anon clouded by some family bereavement. It was her sad fate to mourn 
the deaths of her parents, allher brothers and sisters, as well as of her excellent hus- 
band before he had reached the meridian of life. But perhaps, the heaviest of 
all her bereavements, because the most sudden and unexpected, was that of her 
talented and promising son, Abraham de Mattos Mocatta. But she bore up with 
pious resignation and never suffered her private sorrows to interfere with her 
active duties, local and benevolent. She was the centre of a large circle of 
friends and admirers, many of whom followed her mortal remains to their final 
resting place, and she will be missed greatly by not a few to whom she was so 
secretly and unostentatiously a friend in need. Mrs. Mocatta leaves issue a son 
and daughter, Mr, Benjamin Elkin Mocatta, Junior Treasurer of the Berkeley

DANIEL SPITZER. 


Death has removed a most able writer at the comparatively early age of 
58. Daniel Spitzer, the well known feuilletonist, died at Meran on the IIth 
inst. He was a native of Vienna, where he was born in 1835. He studied law 
at the Vienna University. At the completion of his studies he was appointed a 


Secretary to the Chamber of Commerce of Vienna, which post he held for eigit 


years. His father wasa well to-do manufacturer, but having had severe losses, 
his children had to earn their own livelihood. He subsequently entered 
upon aliterary career. Ile began with articles on political economy in_ the 
* Wanderer.” Being a humourist, he at the same time became a large contri- 
butor to the comic papers of the Austrian capital, About 1850 he commenced 
the publication of his widely known feuilletons under the tithe of * Wiener 
Spaziergiinge” (Vienna Walks). These articles were full of sarcasm, speaking 
with most pointed wit and humour, but they were at the same time written in 
a most attractivestyle. They appeared at first inthe Presse, and were continued in 


the Deutsche Zeitung, and subsequently inthe Newe Presse, in which they 


became a standing column. The Viennese people became so attached to these 
productions of Spitzer, that they were always looked forward to with the greates! 
interest. They were based upon the chief events of the day in the domain ot 
politics, as well as on,those in society and the world of art. Many an utterance of 
Spitzer’s expressed in those exquisite articles became a popular bye-word. [hts 
remarkable that, although Spitzer was extremely modest, he justly incurred the 
reproach of aiming his most pointed shafts at those who, in consequence of their 
position, were unable to defend themselves against his attacks. During recent 
years his * Spaziergiinge” began to hang fire. It was evident that he was fatigued, 
his writing was wanting in verve. Serious illness from which he suffered for a 
considerable time compelled him at last to leave Vienna. He sought repose in 
the solitude of the Tyro'cse Alps ; and there it was that he found eternal rest. 
Most of his feuilletons have been published in book-form under the title of 
‘* Wiener Spaziergiinge,” and have gone through many editions. The nove's 


-“ Herrenrecht ” and * Verliebte Wagnerianer,” equally satirical disquisitions. 


have also seen many editions. Mention should be made of his lyrics, which were 
really his earliest productions, except a pamphlet, “Schafft uns billige Kohlen, 
that made quite a stir at the time of its appeararice. The object of, that pam- 
phlet was to obtain a reduction of the freight tariff for cals on railways.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The Chief Rabbi's sermon in Jewish-German, enforcing on the Russian 
immigrants the duty of rapidly acquiring a speaking acquaintance with the 
English language, has just been published in Hebrew characters. “ Die Landes 
Sprache ” is a very forcible appea!, and, if widely distributed, ought to effect its” 
object, It contains material enough for half-a-dozen ordinary sermons, and 
shows some of that humour which justified Punch last week in wittily describing 
Dr. Adler as a “Jew d'esprit.”’ Dr. Adler's lecture on “Jewish Wit and 
Humour” will, I believe, shortly be published. Many who were prevented from 
hearing the lecture, will be glad to have an opportunity of reading it. 


The Rev. Morris Joseph has in the press a volume of sermons, which will 
appear under the title, ‘“ The Ideal in Judaism,” The volume will be excellently 
printed, and will be published by D. Nutt (270, Strand.) It will contain about 
twenty-four sermons, all of which attain a very high level. Mr. Joseph’s style 
combines a lofty spiritual tone with a quite unusual regard for practical religious 
needs, Mr. J oseph has moreover just that touch of mysticism, without which 
no teacher of religion can really be useful permanently. I know no preacher 

whose average level of merit is higher than Mr. Joseph’s ; while, at his best, Mr. 
Joseph would be hard indeed to surpass. 


~The Rev. David Johnston has re-published the paper which he read before 
the recent Oriental Congress. ‘The Alphabetical Psalms and the Psalms with 
historic Titles’’ is the subject. It is chiefly an attempt to prove the Davidic 
origin of “many or most” of the 73 psalms assigned to David in the Psalter. 


There are some good suggestions in the paper, but apart from other objections | 


the theory of the writer would narrow far too much the significance and 
spiritual meaning of the Psalms discussed. 7

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MR. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE’S HIBBERT LECTURES. | 


(First Notice). 
I remember being struck, some fifteen years ago, with the remarkable 


apathy shown by Jews about the tendeneies of the more recent criticism of the 


Old Testament, especially as represented by Wellhausen. “ Here” I thought “we 
have a theory of the composition of the Pentateuch which brings its final 
redaction down as late as the third century 3B.c., makes it in its entirety the 
latest rather than the earliest of the books of the Bible and yet no Jew, whether 
orthodox or reformed, cares to disprove the theory or even to discuss the 
question.” And evenafter the lapse of so many years, I still retain some of 
that wonder. It is indeed curious how little Jews, of any school of thought, 
have contributed to that remarkable development of literary criticism which 
has simply revolutionised our views of Biblical thought and history, and has cast 
more light on both than even the marvellous discoveries, “confirmations” they 
are usually called, of Egyptology and Assyriology. Besides a remarkable essay 
of Zunz there have only been, so far as I recollect, a careful but unconvincing 
discussion by Dr. Hoffman on the conservative side, and a couple of ingenious 
essays by Dr. Maybaum on the more advanced side. But with these exceptions 

ews have let the decisive moment in the history of the interpretation of their 
own Scriptures pass without participation in the great work of scholarship 
which has fixed that interpretation for many generations, Judgment has 
gone by default, and for good or evil, the main lines of Old Testament 
criticism have been laid down without the interposition of those who should 
have been most interested in it. A new orthodoxy has arisen in Old Testament 
matters: the traditional views are now the heterodox ones. No chair of 
Biblical exegesis would nowadays be granted to any scholar who was not 
orthodox as to the non-Mosaic authorship of the Pentateuch. 


Mr. Montefiore is perfectly orthodox in Biblical criticism and has fitted. 


himself in every other way to occupy a chair of Old Testament Theology at 
any University in Europe. The first 30U pages of his Hibbert Lectures contain 
an admirably lucid summary of the main conclusions of Kuenen, Wellhausen, 
Stade and Cheyne on the order of composition of the Biblical books so far as 
these bear on his own main subject. Not that here and there Mr. Montefiore 
has not reached a minor variation of his own by careful examination of the original 
sources. But in the main Mr, Montefiore in matters of Biblical criticism speaks 
rather as pupil than master and would be the very first to acknowledge the 
fact. Even to follow the great masters of Old Testament criticism requires no mean 
qualifications, philological and critical. The mass of detail that has to be 


mastered is extraordinary, to know your Old Testament critically is something 


other than knowing the portion of the week even with the Targum and Rashi 
superadded.. I made once a calculation that on an average three literary 
productions—book, pamphlet, essay or review -appeared every single day of 
the year dealing with some of the multitudinous problems of the Old Testament. 
The expert has to know of these, even if he has not to know them all and has 
besides to judge of the relative value of the various writers. Mr. Montefiore 
has proved himself a thorough expert in these matters; everywhere his foot- 
notes are dated 18/2, or thereabouts. He has mastered his literature thoroughly 
and has earned by the hardest of work the right to say: “ Thus and thus does 
modern criticism look at this and that problem of Old Testament literature.” 
If he has perhaps a tendency to declare the newest view to be the truest that is 
but the way of experts in all branches of science. | 

Still, with all this mastery of detail, Mr. Montefiore has come too late in the 
field to be enabled to take any markedly original position on the sources and 
composition of the Hexateuch. The value and originality of his work 
lie in other directions than these. I propose, therefore, to pass over the part of 
his book which had necessarily to consist of a summary of the results already 
reached by modern criticism. Readers of the Jewish Chronicle had those results 
placed before them at full length in reports of the lectures as they were 
delivered. Starting « 7a Kuenen with the assumption that we only have docu- 
mentary evidence from the eighth century, in his first two lectures Mr. Monte. 
fiore traces back hypothetically what must have been the religion of Israel in the 
Mosaic period, and in the times of the judges and early kings. Here he does 
justice to the originality of Moses in a very instructive way. From the point of 
view of the newer criticism, the great figures of the Bible stand out in much 
higher relief than before. Regarded as mere mechanical receptacles of an arbi- 
trary inspiration, their greatness was something external. When inspiration is 
regarded as a natural and continuous revelation, due justice can be done to the 


_ successive contributions made by each of the great names in the religious history 


of Israel—Moses, Samuel, David, Elijah, Hosea, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel and 
the rest. Wecan, asit were, mark with one of these names each rung of the 
ladder that leads from the human to the divine. Mr. Montefiore has been 
peculiarly happy in this great act of justice. In particular, he has vindicated the 
true religious originality of Ezekiel, who has suffered much at the hands of the 
various critics whowegard him as tainted with “legalism” that is in their eyes 
the fatal defect of the later developments of the Old Testament. . 

If we could sum up ina single phrase the whole tendency of sucha full 
book as Mr. Montefiore’s Lectures, one might define it as an Apologia of the 
Law. There lies the significance and importance of the book especially for Jewish 
readers. One Of the many unfortunate results of the absence of Jewish scholars 


from the field of Biblical criticism has been the anti-Jewish Zendeaz that has 


been given to almost all treatments of the development of Jewish religion 
Christiane, however emancipated, remain Christians still, and it is impossible 
for a Christian to look at the Law otherwise than through Pauline spectacles, 
In other words, as Mr. Montefiore points out, Christians judge the Law through 
its greatest opponent. Itis as if Cardinal Newman were regarded as the only 


authority on the position and claims of the Anglican Church. 


Mr. Montefiore, it is scarcely necessary to say, approaches his subject from 
the opposite sice and without any such initial prejudice. Hence it comes about by 
the irony of circumstances that the first Jewish writer of weight who stands 
out as a defender of the Torah should be a Jew who would not be accused by 
many of his brother-Jews as being too great a friend of Jewish legalism. A 
Reformed Jew defending the Torah and even the Talmud isa sight somewhat 
unexpected, Mr. Montefiore acknowledges gracefully and gratefully the cause 
of this seemingly anomalous position. The genial influence of Mr. Schechter 
who has litera'ly a genius for Jewish theology, has led to this remarkable 


| result. Besides a valuable though technical excursus which he has contributed 


to this work, Mr. Schechter’s influence is to be felt throughout the latter half 
of Mr. Montefiore’s Lectures, the most original and striking portion of them. 

I have left myself seant space to deal with the main topic of the book at 
adequate length. One does not care to treat of this after a single perusal of nearly 
600 pages crammed with facts aud thoughts that demand and deserve further 
study. I must therefore leave till next week what I would like to say 
of the important Jewish aspects of the latest Hibbert Lectures. Meanwhile I 
must dismiss the many very interesting externalities somewhat cavalierly. It 
would be indecorous to refer in other than passing terms to the beauty and 


pathos of the touching dedication, to the modest manliness of the preface, or t» 


the humility of the somewhat deprecatory motto chosen from Professor Jowett. 
It is significant of modern catholicity, but it is undoubtedly a rebuke to 
modern English Judaism, that Mr. Montefiore should acknowledge that in 
matters of religion he owes more to the Master of Balliol than any living man, 


The style of the Lectures is both large and lucid, though the compression of / 4 


the matter renders them somewhat difficult reading. I have noticed here and 
there a lapse into colloquialism,¢.7.,slaves are said to have had “a fairly comfort- 
able time of it’ (p. 491). That is a phrase that one would rather say than 
write. But asa rule the style rises in the high seriousness of the theme. Mr, 
Montefiore has been hampered by the necessity of sketching in very brief 
outline both the history of the Jewish people and the composition of their 
sacred books. It would be wellif in the second edition, which one may safely 
predict for the best English work on the Religion of Israel, tables were added 
giving the chronological outlines of the history, and, if possible, the chronological 
order of the various books of the Bible. Several statements insufficiently sup- 
ported by fact might be modified. I have not kept up my reading of the critical 
literature of recent years. But I thought the title ‘“‘ Wars of the Lord,” referred 
to on p. 32, had been givenup, and that those ‘‘ who fear the Lord’ in Psalm 
103 and elsewhere are recognised,after Bernays, to be heathen proselytes, which 
would destroy the point of a passage on p. 403. However, these are minute 
points which do not affect the thorough genuineness and accuracy of the 
scholarship with which the book is informed. | 

I am loth to leave these Hibbart Lectures without whetting the reader’s 
appetite by giving him a couple of examples of Mr. Montefiore’s style and mode 
of treatment. I may quote, perhaps, the passage on p. 245 on Ezekiel as 
illustrating how thoroughly Mr. Montefiore enters into the spirit of the 
prophets and does justice to their originality. | 


“We saw that there existed two extremes of religious opinion among tha 
exiled Jews. There was, on the one hand, much complaint of Yahveh’s 
injustice towards his own people, the still unshaken belief either that Israel had a 
claim on its God through its own merits, or that it was now suffering for the 
old and outworn sins of bygone generations ; on the other hand, there was the 


willing confession of national iniquity, but accompanied by moral lethargy and 


religious despair. Ezekiel’s duty, therefore, as a preacher of penitence and 
conversion, was to inspire both contrition and confidence. His business was to 
create a true religious hopefulness in the mercy of God, and a true religious 
humility as to the merits of man. This dual doctrine does not indeed appear 
in dogmatic or complete shape in Ezekiel’s pages ; while emphasizing one side of 
it, he often seems to ignore the other, and both sides need expansion and 
correction. But at the same time the deeply religious doctrine of humility 
combined with hope, which has played so great a part in one form or another 
both in Judaism and Christianity, owes its origin to Ezekiel.” 

That is both trueand new, and if carefully examined will be found to have, 


at the back of it, a full acquaintance with the circumstances of the prophets 


e, 
Let us take as a further example the final passages of the book which 


contain Mr. Montefiore’s views on two of the most important problems of the 
Newer Judaism. 


It is only now that this amazing idealisation of the law is slowly breaking 
down, when the Pentateuch is being estimated at its actual historic worth, 
and subjected to the scalpel of a criticism which disintegrates its unity and 
bereaves it of its supernatural glamour, that Judaism will, I think, gradually 
begin to feel the want of a dominant and consistent doctrine, adequate and 
comprehensive, soul-satisfying andrational, which can set forth and illumine in 
its entire compass the relat:on of the individual to society and to God. Jam 


myself inclined to believe that, from the words attributed in the Gospels to 


Jesus, important elements towards the formation of such a congruous body of 
doctrine could well be chosen ont, elements which would harmonise, develop 
and bring together the highest religious teaching in the Old Testament and the 
early Rabbinical literature, and which a prophetic, though not a legal, Judaism, 
with full consistency and much advantage, might adopt and cherish as its own. 
Doctrines and sayings such as “He who loses his life shall find it ;’’ ‘‘ Not 
that which goes into, but that which comes out of the mouth defiles a man’”’ 
‘Not my will, but Thine ;” ‘ Father, forgive them, for they know not what they 
do.” —can only, I venture to think, be disregarded with some spiritual detriment 
to the religion which believes itself compelled to pass them by. Some of the | 
sayings ascribed to Jesus have sunk too deep into the human heart, or, shall I 
say, into the spiritual consciousness of civilised mankind, to make it probable 
that any religion which ignores or omits them will exercise a considerable in- 
fluence outside its own borders. If, then, Judaism be still destined to play a 


| prominsn and fruitful part in the religious history of the world, it may, per- 


aps, be that this new stage in its development will only ensue when it has 
harmoniously assimilated to itself such of the gospel teachings as are not 
antagonistic, but complementary to its own fundamental dogmas, and has freely 
and frankly acknowledged the greatness, while maintaining the limitations, of 
the illustrious Jew from whose mouth they are reported to have come. But is 
any permanent reform of Judaism within the limits of possibility ? Can Judaism 
burst the bonds of legalism and particularism and remain Judaism still? That 
is a question which it is for the future to answer, and for the future alone. It 
may be that those who dream ot a prophetic Judaism, which shall be as spiritual 
as the religion of Jesus, and even more universal than the religion of Paul, are 
the victims of delusion. But, at any rate, the labour which they 
may give and the fidelity which they may show, to this delusion, 
cannot be thrown away. ‘They will not be the only men who have 
worked for a delusion and have yet benefited the world. For their 
devotion to the cause of an pentngr 5 } udaism remains devotion to the cause of 
God. They are the champions of Monotheism, herald-soldiers of a world-wide 
Theism which while raising no mortal to the level of the divine, can yet proclaim 
the truth of man’s kinship and communion with the Father of all. To that 
religion let the future give what name it will. But among those who, marching 
under different banners, shall help to fashion and diffuse it, may they, too, be 
found enrolled, the story of whose religious ancestry I have sought to tell, with 
many and obvious imperfections, but in loyalty, as 1 hope and would fain believe, 
to the spirit of all-prevailing truth. ve 

That strikes to the heart like the voice of the Shofar, It is time to leave.

THE REV. A. A. GREEN ON THE SPIRITUAL IN 


JUDAISM. 


In the course of his sermon last Sabbath at the Hampstead Synagogue, the 
Rev, A. A, Green referred to the absence of spirituality among modern Jews 
and Jewesses. No amount of synagogue reform could compensate for this or 
could prove anything but futile, while we lacked, to such a degree, the spiritu- 
alisation of our lives, the constant thinking of God, the constant living for God ; 
the feeling, which will make men and women think deeply down into the 
recesses of their souls, “ The Jewish community,” he urged, “ are unprepared 
to be talked to about their souls. To talk like that is something little under- 
stood and less appreciated. A man who feels an inspiration, a call from his 
(od to stem the tide of callousness, to infuse into mens’ lives a spiritualising 
influence can say as Moses said, ‘ And they will not believe me’—they do not 
believe because they do not understand, they do not understand because they 
will not even consent to think about matters such as these. The tendency of 
modern Jews is to treat as utter visionaries those who speak about the soul and 
the inner life—in many cases even to doubt their very sanity. We havea 
healthy Jowm distaste of cant and sentimentalism, but it has led us into an 
extreme which debars us from the surest source of religious invigoration. How 
much we need this is evidenced to those who work in the East of London 
where those who are held to be the backbone of conforming Judaism are 
spiritually destitute. Amidst all the grimness of East End misery, the Christian 
worker goes from door to door lighting up the darkest places with the lamp of 
spiritual comfort. Let the attempt be made by the Jew to speak of religion 
and of God, to show the hand of God in the lot of man, and the duty of men 
to seek in their souls the greatest content the world has to give, and the Jewish 
clergyman is mistaken for the Christian or. the Conversenist ; for the Jew has 
not the habit to speak or to be spoken to like that. 
little, if anything, better off than the Kast, and Judaism is not made the 
vehicle it can so easily become of a spirituality which shall exercise a potent 
and discernible influence upon the makings of character, As primary aids to 
spirituality, Mr. Green urged the extension of mothers’ influence in the religious 
education of boys, and the general adoption of some form of family prayers,
